4. The errors/ which render U.S. Patent No. 5,706,819 
wholly or partly inoperative by reason of the patentees 
claiming less than they had a right to claim in the patent, 
result from the failure to specifically claim ultrasonic 
methods which use pulse sequences of three or more pulses, 
and the failure to claim the benefit of the priority 
provisional application in the specification. Sequences of 
three or more pulses are described in columns 5 and 6 of the 
issued patent and are the subject of newly added Claims 5-25. 
Such errors arose through inadvertence, accident or mistake, 
and without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
Applicants .
